tion for  building  a  School  House  convenient  for  the  teaching  to  read 
&  write  the  Children  of  the  same  Inhabitants  as  well  Indians  as  Eng-

House 
from  the  General  Court,  as  also  in  granting  Persons  new  Lots  in  Ex-  Ante,  p. '267, 
change  for  those  they  first  drew  exceeded  their  Power,  given  them  by  chap.  120. 
Order  of  the  Court,  &  tended  to  obstruct  the  Settlement  of  the  said  new 
Towns. 

That  on  the  Account  of  the  Transfers  aforesaid  there  were  given  or 
paid  to  the  Committee  by  the  Grantees  (sometimes  to  the  Use  of  the 
whole  Committee,  at  other  times  to  the  Use  of  the  Major  Part)  unrea- 
sonable &  excessive  sums  of  Money  ;  &  that  they  have  never  given  the 
Propriety  Credit  in  any  of  their  Accompts  therefor :  But  inas  much  as 
the  Gentlemen  of  the  said  Comm'*''^  do  not  appear  to  have  been  equally 
concerned  in  all  the  Transactions  relating  to  the  Settlement  of  the  said 
new  Towns,  We  find  it  necessary  to  distinguish  them  in  the  following 
Manner;  viz. 

It  appears  to  us,  that  in  making  the  several  Transfers  for  Lots  (for 
which  there  was  received  by  their  own  Acknowledgem'  near  One  hun- 
dred &  fifty  Pounds)  the  whole  Committee  did  allow  thereof,  &  direct 
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the  Price  of  Twenty  shillings  therefor ;  But  we  do  not  find  that  Coll. 
Tailer  or  Coll.  Thaxter  were  present  at  the  Receipt  of  such  Moneys 
saving  at  one  or  two  Meetings. 

It  further  appears  that  in  granting  new  Lots  to  Persons  in  Exchange 
for  those  they  first  drew,  there  was  received  of  the  Grantees  (soine- 
tinies  by  one  of  the  Committee  &  sometimes  by  an  other)  considerable 
sums  of  Money  before  any  Service  was  done  ;  AVhich  seemed  to  be  rather 
by  way  of  Gratuity  for  Favours  to  be  done  in  the  said  Exchanges  than 
as  Wages  for  the  Service  it  self  ;  but  it  doth  not  appear  to  us,  that  Coll. 
Tailer  or  Coll.  Thaxter  were  concerned  in  such  Exchanges ;  That  the 
said  Committees  declaring  the  Forfeiture  of  several  Lots  &  selling  them 
at  discretion  for  large  sums  of  Money  was  beyond  their  Power,  &  what 
therefore  they  cannot  regularly  do  without  the  further  &  special  Direc-

tioners  to  be  signed  by  the  Indians  (with  the  Savings  &  Reservations  cliap;!!'^'"^^^' 
therein  contained,)  as  also  the  Draughts  of  tw^o  several  Bonds  or  Obli- 
gations to  be  signed  by  each  Purchaser  (with  good  &  sufficient  Sureties,) 
viz,  oue  to  oblige  each  Purchaser  to  settle  his  Lot,  bear  &  pay  his  Part 
towards  the  Settlement  &  Support  of  the  Minister  &  School  master  «&:c, 
and  the  other  for  Payment  of  the  Principal  sum  of  the  Purchase  Con- 
sideration wath  the  Interest  at  the  Expiration  of  one  year ;  The  said 
Instruments  comprehending  (in  our  humble  Opinion)  the  Mind  of  the 
Hon*^'^  Court,  being  duly  executed  ;  And  the  English  Purchasers  hav- 
ing proceeded  to  lay  out  Lands  there  for  a  first  Division  ;  viz.  Eighty 
Acres  of  Upland  &  eight  Acres  of  Meadow  to  each  I^nglish  &  Indian 
Proprietor.

&  make  Report  &c.  Have  in  Obedience  thereto  attended  that  Service  ;  Archives, 
seasonable  Notice  having  been  given  to  the  Selectmen  of  said  Towns  House  .Jour- 
of  our  Coming ;  And  being  on  that  Service  the  thirtieth  of  the  last  pj^V^in^e' 
Month,   we  spent  four  days   there,  one  of  them  in  waiting  for  the  Laws,  ix.,  695, 
Selectmen  of  Leicester ;  who  came  not  to  the  Line  till  Evening,  It  '^AnFe,  ^hm, 
being  foul  Weather  ;  And  on  Tuesday  the  first  Currant  we  fully  heard  ciiap.  90. 
the  respective  Pleas,  &  examined  the  several  Records  relating  to  the 
said  Line ;  We  found  it  necessary  to  run  &  measure  the  same :  We 
began  at  the  North  east  Corner  claimed  by  Brookfield,  which  is  a  Pine 
Tree  anciently  marked,  &  proceeded  thence  by  a  Line  running  South 
by  the  Compass  ;  which  was  the  intended  Course  of  the  West  Line  of 
Leicester ;  Altho  Brookfield  Gentlemen  informed  us  the  Day  before, 
that  their  Line  was  run  by  Cpt.

Pro v- 
sive  people  &  good  Members  of  the  Common  Wealth,  &  well  Attach'd  i4^'*^ii^'^4^9' ''' 
to  his  Majesty,  &  his  Royal  House,  &  move  that  some  Law  might  be  chap.  7. 
pass'd  for  their  Ease  &  Quiet,  upon  which  Recommendation  of  His  Ex- 
cellency, a  Comm'*"^  of  the  House  of  Represent'*'^  is  appointed  (as  the 
Memorialist  is  informed)  to  prepare  a  Bill  for  the  Ease  of  the  people 
called  Ana  Baptists  &  Quakers,  &  for  as  much  as  the  Memorial'  con- 
ceives, that  those  of  the  Church  of  England  deserve  the  same  good 
Character  w*^*^  His  Excellency  has  Given  to  the  Quakers,  Therefore 
praying  that  this  Court  would  take  their  Case  into  Consideration,  & 
provide  for  their  being  exempted  from  paying  Taxes  for  the  Suppoi't 
of  the  presbyterian  &  Congregational  Ministers.         In  Council  Read  & 

Ordered  that  Paul  Dudley  Jonathan  Remington  &  Ezekiel  Lewis  Esq" 
with  such  as  the  Hon""'^  House  of  Represent"''^  shall  Join  be  a  Comm''^^ 
to  Consider  of  this  Memorial,  &  make  Report  what  the}'^  Judge  proper 
for  this  Court  to  do  thereon  In  the  House  of  Represent^*^^  Read 

&  Concur'd,  And  M""  Wells,  M""  Lyude  Major  Brattle  &  Cap'  Goddard 
are  joined  in  the  Affair. 

The  Comm'*^*^  appointed  to  Consider  of  the  Memorial  of  Roger  Price 
Clerk  &  Commissary  of  the  Episcopal  Churches  in  New  England  &  to 
report  what  they  Judged  proper  for  this  Court  to  do  therein,  are  hum- 
bly of  Opinion,  That  if  the  design  of  the  Memorial  be  wholly  to  exempt 
the  Members  of  the  Church  of  England  in  all  parts  of  this  Province, 
altho'  they  live  never  so  remote  from  an  Episcopal  Church  from  paying 
any  Tax  or  Charge  to  the  Minister  of  the  Town  or  Pi-ecinct  where  they 
dwell  the  Granting  the  prayer  thereof  would  be  highly  unreasonable 
because  such  of  them  as  live  at  a  great  Distance  must  either  stay  at 
Home  on  the  Lord's  Day,  &  attend  on  no  publick  Worship,  which  the 
Committee  would  hope  they  dare  not  allow  themselves  in,  or  else  they 
must  generally  or  for  the  gi-eatest  part  of  the  Year,  Attend  on  the  Min- 
istry established  in  the  Churches  of  New  England,  In  which  Case  by 
all  Laws,  Divine  &  humane  they  ought  to  Contribute  towards  the  Sup- 
port of  such  Minister,  Nor  will  such  persons  attending  three  or  four 
Times  in  a  Year  at  a  Church  of  England  much  alter  the  matter. 

1  The  parenthesis  should,  it  seeins,  end  here. 
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As  to  such  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  province  who  live  within 
five  miles  of  a  Church  of  England  that  may  be  situate  in  any  of  the 
neighbouring  Provinces  or  Colonies,  the  Committee  are  of  Opinion 
that  tho'  according  to  the  Letter  of  the  Law  of  this  province  made 
in  the  fir"  Year  of  His  present  Majesty's  Reign,  Entitled  An  Act 
in  Addition  to  the  Several  Acts  for  the  Settlement  &  Support  of 
ministers,  they  are  not  exempted  from  Paying  to  the  Sui)port  of 
the  Minister  of  the  place  where  they  Dwell,  Yet  they  fall  within 
the  reason  thereof  &  therefore  ought  to  have  the  same  Releif .^ 
In  Answer  to  the  Argument  made  use  of  in  the  Memorial  drawn 
from  a  Paragraph  of  His  Excellency's  Speech  to  this  Court  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  present  Session  in  favour  of  the  Quakers  the  Comm'^'* 
apprehend  the  Case  of  the  Quakers  to  be  vastly  different  from  that  of 
the  Members  of  the  Church  of  England,  in  that  the  former  not  only 
make  a  Scruple  of  Conscience  of  Attending  the  publick  Worship  of 
God  in  any  of  the  Protestant  reforemed  Churches,  but  solemnly  &  ex- 
pressly Declare  against  maintaining  any  Gospel  Ministry'  or  Preacher 
whatsoever,  whereas  the  Members  of  the  Church  of  England  agreable 
to  their  own  principle  avowedly  declare  it  their  indispensable  Duty  to 
have  &  maintain  a  Gospel  Ministry  &  those  of  that  persuasion  inhab- 
iting this  Province  that  live  remote  from  an  Episcopal  Church  usually 
Attend  on  the  Ministry  of  the  Churches  of  New  England,  nor  do  any 
of  them  alledge  any  Scruple  of  Conscience  to  the  Contrary,  so  that 
there  may  be  some  reason  to  Exempt  the  Quakers  from  Supporting  a 
Ministry  they  neither  can  nor  will  hear  from  a  Principle  of  Conscience 
as  they  Alledge,  there  cannot  be  the  like  reason  to  Exempt  all  such 
as  Declare  themselves  of  the  Church  of  P^ngland,  who  live  at  such  a 
Distance  from  such  a  Church  as  that  without  breaking  in  upon  the 
Sabbath  Day  they  must  for  the  most  part  attend  divine  Service  as 
performed  in  the  Churches  of  this  Country  or  else  live  in  the  Neglect 
of  the  publick  Worship  of  God,  It  is  hard  to  Say  what  the  Memorialist 
intends  by  enforcing  his  Petition  from  the  Laws  of  P^nglantl  unless  he 
had  mentioned  some  Acts  or  Statutes  in  particular,  As  to  the  Clause 
in  the  Royal  Charter  granting  Liberty  of  Conscience  in  the  Worship 
of  God  to  all  Christians  inhabiting  or  residing  in  this  province  except 
Papists  ;  It  is  well  known  that  the  Members  of  the  Church  of  England 
inhabiting  this  province,  tho  they  Dissent  from  the  Churches  settled 
&  Established  in  New  England,  have  the  Same  free  &  full  Liberty  of 
their  Consciencis  in  the  publick  Worship  of  God  as  those  of  the  presr 
byterian  or  Congregational  Churches,  «&  have  moreover  an  additional 
priviledge  granted  them  of  late,  viz'  That  tho  they  live  in  a  Town  or 
Precinct  where  there  is  no  Episcopal  Minister,  Yet  if  it  be  within  five 
Miles  of  a  Church  of  England  &  they  usually  attend  there,  they  &  their 
Estates  are  Exempted  from  paying  any  Charges  to  the  Minister  of  such 
Town  or  Precinct,  Upon  the  whole  the  Coinm'*""  are  of  Opinion  that  y* 
Memorialist  has  no  reason  to  Complain  of  any  hardships  done  to  the 
Members  of  the  Church  of  England  inhabiting  this  Province.  All  which
